. The Women’s Army. 


The Women’s Army Auxiliary Corps was 
established only a few months ago in Eng- 
land. There were no two opinions about 
the necessity for a movement which should 
free fighting men from all work that could 
be done by women.

SCENES IN ENGLAND AND

CHURCH WRECKED IN LONDON. 

The Brotherhood Church, Southgate road, 
London, was the place chosen by the London 
and Home Counties Workers’ and Soldiers 
Gouncil for their district conference on Satur- 
day, but they were unable to carry out their 
programme on account of the opposition en- 
had been 
the scene of severa] stormy ineidents during the 
past two years, but Saturday's outburst sur- 
passed them all. The conference was the firet 
to be arranged for the South of England, and 
was the outcome of the Leeds Conference,. at 
which it was decided to form these councils 
throughout the country. e most careful pre- 
parations were made to prevent unauthorised 
persone being admitted to the church. All the 
doors, with the exception of one small and 
insignificant side entrance, were kept . bolted 
and barred. The one ‘door excepted wis only 
partaally opened to admit the delegates one by 
one. On either side there stood an official, and 
until the necessary credential card, with the 
delegate’s name imscribed thereon, had been 
produced, no admittance was allowed. As a 
further precaution, just behind the door heavy 
benches and forms were at hand for barri- 
cading purposes. When the delegates had 
aasembled, and before the meeting commenced, 
stewards went round the building trying the 
bolts of the doors, in order to see that every- 
thing was secure. 

ATTACK ON THE CHURCH. 

About half-past two a crowd numbering about 
300 assembled outside the church. They 
elamoured for admittance, and rusMed the 
cordon of police guarding the entrance. Find- 
ing that the doors were securely barred against 
them, word was passed to those in the road, 
who opened a violent bombardment of the build- 
ing. Sticks, stones, and other missiles were 
hurled at the windows, which eventually were 
all broken.

THE STRAIN ON THE FRONT. 


For some days past, writes the Special Cor- 
respondent of Zhe Times et British Head- 
quarters, the strain along the greater part of 
the front has been growing intense, The ar- 
tillery, especially in the extreme north and 
around Lens, 18 never quiet, and at times the 
shelling is terrific. We daily raid the enemy 
lines at @ number of points, and it is a lean 
day which does not give us in small lots ns 
hundred prisoners, while the casualties inflicted 
are, of course, much heavier. At the | same 
time, Whenever weather conditions permit, 
serial fighting goes on without cessation, and 
pur scroplanes harry the enemy's communica- 
tions and bases. In fact, in every way, except 
that. no concerted infantry action on a large 
gcale has been undertaken, the conditions are 
those of a great battle. The initiative almost 
pniversally is with us. It is we who do most 
of the raiding, and have the advantage in 
weight of guns. Aerial supremacy is ours be- 
yond dispute. None the less, the Germans are 
very active. Almost any movement on our 
part is enough to produce an enemy barrage of 
almost, hysterical intensity; and on the northern 
sector especially the Germans are firing en- 
prmous numbers of gas shells. At some places 
eur raiding parities have found the trenches 
empty; at other positions they ere held in un- 
gsual strength. 


MORE ENEMY “ PEACE” 
SPEECHES. 

Mr. Lloyd George, says The Times, has so 
damaged the German Chancellor's inaugural 
eddress to the Reichstag that Herr Michaelis 
has found it necessary to rush back into the 
' preach and to rally the Austro-Hungarian 
Foreign Minister to his support. They 
delivered their combined replies on Saturday, 
In both instances before audiences of complais- 
ant journaliste. There were no Herr Haases 
and critical Slavs present to make embarrass- 
ing comments. The speakers told the same 
tale, and, doubtless, their hearers professed 
satisfaction. There is nothing new about it; 
but the haste with which it has been repeated, 
gust after the Chancellor had served it up to 
the Reichstag, the vehemence with which it is 
emphasised, and the bitterness’ of the orators 
against the Allies are significant and gratifying 
symptoms. They are evidence, it need hardly 
be said, of weakness—as, - indeed, Count 
Czernin practically confesses. These speeches 
would not have been made at all had not the 
Chancellor's address conspicuously missed fire. 


OUR HOPES IN RUSSIA, 

The Petrograd Correspondent of Zhe Times 
sends to-day a graphic account of the Russian 
retreat, which The Times commends to any 
foolish people, either in Russia or in this 
country, who are still inclined to think that 
armies can be kept in being without strict 
discipline. General Korniloff, it is said, has lost 
no time in inflicting the death penalty upon 
deserters, but much more must be done before 
‘the broken Russian Armies in the south can 
agiin take the field. - In any case, their loss of 
war material is immense, and will take a long 
time to replace. We give up all dreams of a 
miraculous and instant revival of-efliciency on 
the Russian front, for these months of licensed 
insubordination will not be readily overcome. 
In Petrograd the situation is a little steadier, 
and apparently the more moderate elements of 
the Russian nation are once more making their 
influence felt. It is suggested that the Socialist 
wing will be severely pruned in M. Kerensky’s 
new Ministry, and the Cadet leaders are 
credited with willingness to take office again, 
which is a hopeful sign, if true. If the forth- 
coming Oonference at Moscow succeeds in crugh- 
ing the Extremists, and in rallying the moderate 
men to the side of the Government, the position 
may improve. We can conceive nothing more 
fallacious than the argument that Russia 
needs an immediate peate to enable her to set 
her house in order. A peace which leaves the 
Germans unbeaten would be a German peace, 
and a victorious Germany would mean the end 
of all hopes of a free Russia.

BRITISH BRING DOWN 
MANY AIRCRAFT. 


On the Western front in Flanders there has 
again been artillery firing of the most 
violent kind. Both official and unofficial 
reports speak of the bombardments as 
quite unprecedented in this war. 

The British airmen have been particularly 
busy during the week-end, and met with 
much success. Epemy machines brought 
down or driven down out of control 
number between 50 and 60. 

Og the French front there was much fighting 
in the Hurtebise sector. After defeating 
an enemy attempt the French took the 
offensive between Hurtebise and La 
Boiselle, and in an attack carried out 
with great dash made progress at two 
points. 

The Germans report a bombing attack on 
Paris, but a Paris official statement in- 
dicates that bombs were dropped in. 
effectually in a suburb. No lives were 
lost, and little material damage done. 


BRITISH OFFICIAL. 
GENERAL HEADQUARTERS, FRANCE, 
Satrurpay, 10.45 a.m. 

We raided the enemy’s trenches last night 
south of Armentiéres. A hostile attack upon 
our positions east of Oosttaverne was success- 
fully repulsed. The enemy's artillery has 
shown considerable activity during the night 
in the sad gry egy of Armentiéres, north of 
Ypres, and in the Nieuport sector. 

: Saturpay, 9.50 p.m. 

During the course of patrol encounters in 
the neighbourhood of Ypres we captured forty- 
seven prisoners, including two officers. There 
has been considerable artillery activity on both 
sides at various points along our front, especi- 
ally north of the River Lys. 

Yesterday morning acrial activity was slight, 
but from one p.m. till dark it became very 
great. The fighting was intense, and the day 
proved a markedly successful one for our air- 
men. The vigorous offensive tactics employed 
enabled our artillery: machines to carry on 
their work successfully during the day, and 
made it possible for us to take an unusually 
large number of photographs. Our bombing 
squadrons, moreover, carried out many raids 
and bombed four of the enemy acrodromes.

| altitudes, at a distance of over forty miles 


behind the enemy’s lines.

GERMAN ATTEMPT ON 
PARIS. 


SUCCESS DENIED.

NO LOSS OF LIFE OR 
' MATERIAL. 
A semi-official note, issued in Paris on Satur- 


day’ might, says :— 

The German official communiqué of July 28 
asserted that German’ aviators bombed railway 
Stations and mili establishments in Paris 
during the course of the preceding night, and 
that certain of the projectiles hit their marks. 

This assertion is untrue. The attempted at- 
tack by enemy aeroplanes to the south of 
Paris caused no loss of life or material damage. 

A Reuteg’s Paris telegram says :— 

The alarm for an air raid waa sounded 
in Paris at 11.10 a.m. All precautions were 
taken. It was officially reported that an enemy 


aeroplane was approaching the city. Firemen 


went through the streets warning Parisians by 
means of sirens and bugle calls to take mea- 
sures for their safety, ae prescribed by the 
authorities. Numerous French aeroplanes at once 
went up, and searchlights blazed out, while the 
city was immediately plunged in darkness. 

At ten minutes past one the firemen again 
went through the streets of Paris giving the 
signal, “ All clear.” 

The Journal (Paris) gives the following ac- 
count of an air raid on one of the suburbs of 
Paris on Friday night. Several bombs were 
com- 
bustibles and another in a courtyard. Further 
on a bomb played havoc among a bed of cauli- 
flowers, and another fell in the courtyard of a 
factory. None of these bombs did much 
damage. Moving away from Paris the aero- 
planes dropped more bombs im an important 
centre. One fell in a garden, and three others 
in a boulevard. One of these damaged the 
facade of a turret, and exploded, slightly in- 
juring a lady who was in bed in a neighbouring 
ouse. A little to the right of this centre 
three bombs fell in a large enclosure, and did 
no serious damage.

Between twenty minutes and half an hour 
after midnight another air raid alarm was 
given in Paris. As on the previous night, pre- 


cautionary measures were immediately taken. ! 


Warning was given by syrens, and by the 
blowing of bugles by firemen. 'The city was 
also plunged in total darkness.

HEAVY FIRING IN 
FLANDERS,

ALL RECORDS BROKEN. 


All the official communiqués from the Western 
front refer to the heavy artillery fighting in 
Flanders. 


A special correspondent of the Agence Havas 
on the British front gives the following account 
of the great cannonade now in progress :— 

It was a moving thing to hear the voice of 
the cannon, and it is a comforting thing to re- 
cord that it is chiefly our own that filled the 
plains. The thunder of the guns, appalling to 
us who had already heard the guns on the 
Somme and on the Ancre and in Artois, it 
seemed that it broke all records, and that we 
were experiencing something four times more 
tremendous. But what- was much more extra- 
ordinary even than the immensity of the din 
was the distance along which it raged. Even 
the Germens when they wrote that the bom- 
bardment extended from the sea to Lys did not 
tell the whole truth, for the action of artillery 


_goes far beyond these limits. Indeed, as we 


were passing close to Lens on our return from 
the north the sound of a cannonade no less 
violent reached our ears. . 

_A message from Sas-van-Ghent (ria Amster- 
dam, per Press Association), states that the 
thunder of the guns in Belgium reached a 
greater pitch of intensity than ever experienced 
lutherto. 


A WEEK OF “* FURIOUS 
GUNNING.” 

The Press Association correspondent at British 
Headquarters writes :-—~ 

A week of intense heat, of furious gunning, 
of incessant reconnaissance work, and of much 
sharp local fighting—this is the record for the 
past seven days on the Western front. Judging 
by the German communiqués the tremendous 
artillery activity had of Armentiéres and 
near Lens is causimg the Huna great anxiety. 
We are under no doubt that it is also causing 
them heavy casualties. 

In the main the wind has been favourable 
to the use of gas, and every advantage has 
been taken of the opportunity to repay the 
Teuton for his original devilment. ‘The latest 
German wireless that les before me complains 
that even during the night the artillery @uet 
“diminished but slightly, and at dawn in- 
creased again to the greatest intensity.” 

The enemy has been doing a good deal of 
shooting during the past week. He has shelled 
our rear communications at intervals with high 
velocity guns, but his firing upon our battery 


areas has been rather promiscuous, and chiefly | 


carried out during the late evening and by 
night, presumably to minimise the detection of 
his gun positions by our airmen. 

The infantry on both sides have been more 
than normally active during the past few days 
in raiding operations. The Hun soldier does 
not like raiding. It is a species of warfare ill- 


‘suited to his temperament, and his mechanical 


methods of training, and the fact that he is 
doing it in qnite a considerable degree, is the 
beet possible proof of his amxiety to learn what 
is happening opposite to him.

The coming week marks the conclusion of 
the third year of the war for Great Britain 
and France. The fourth year opens big with 


| the certainty of immediate great events. Apal- 


ling with the certainty of bloodshed and 
suffering, but bright. with hope when we 
measure the future by the past and recall how 
much has been accomplished and how much 
learned in the past twelve months, Dating 
events rather than by the calendar, it was in 
the third year of the war that, having learned 
painfully and imperfectly how to do it; we be 
gan to beat the Germans. The battle of the 
Somme began thirteen months ago. During 
those thirteen months the British and French 
Armies have captured 170,000 German officers 
and men, of whom 3,500 were offieers. They 
have taken, besides, 946 guns, including the 
heaviest field guns; 760 trench mortars, and 
2.500 machine guns, They have forced the 
enemy to «bandon a hundred mile of 
laboriously fortified front, and to restore a 
large area of the most fertile land in France, 
which they had held since August, 1914. These 
facta prove beyond question which side had 
the best of the war on the Western front 
during the past year. 

The fourth year of the war begins with an 
ever-growing American Army in France.

RUSSIAN RETREAT ON THE 
DNIESTER. 

Saturday's Petrograd communiqué :— 

On the front from the Baltic coast to the 
River Pripet there have been fusillades and 
scouting reconnaissances. 

An Galicia, on the front of the enemy's offen- 
sive, nothing of material consequence occurred. 

In the Carpathians the enemy attacked our 
detachments in the region. of Botmotchu, to the 
i nant of Kirlibaba, and pressed them back some- 
what. 

Rumanian Front.—In the direction of Kezdi 
Vasarhely the Rumanian troops continued the 
pursuit of the retiring enemy, and towards the 
evening of July 27th occupied the heights about 
five versts (5 1-3 miles) to the south-west of the 
villages Monestirka, Kochinul, Dragoslavo, and 
Beresezi, and the heights to the south-west of 
Beresczi. In these engagements the Rumanian 
troops took a battery and some prisoners. 

In the region of Kalakul our detachments ad- 
vanced towards: the River Putna, and occupied 
the village of Boduple, on the left bank of the 
river. 

Aviation.—Enemy aeroplanes made a flight 
over the railway station of Molodeczno, dropping 
five bombs upon the hospital camp near the 
station. A physician was killed, and a nurse, 
a priest, and a boy were wounded. In the 
region to the south-east of Baronoviczy a Ger- 
man observation balloon was burnt by one of 
our aeroplanes.

of the war, but you have got to go on; you 
can't stop now. Any peacó we could get to-day 
is no good at all. The German military power 
has got to be broken before we can get a 
peace worth having. (Hear, hear.) When I 
went to the Admiralty I thought I knew all 
about the deeds of the Navy, but I did not. 
I have now seen the records and reports, some- 
thing that you can’t put into the papers. The 
officers of the Navy are the bravest of men, 
but they say, please don’t tell all our exploits 
at sea—and the reason you have not far to 
seek: Remember Captain Fryatt. (Cheers.) If 
we revealed the deeds many would send a thrill 
down your backs, and give the whereabouts of 
the exploits. These officers and ships would be 
marked, so don’t. ask for information that 
mieht injure the men. It’s not fair to the 
men. The Army was completely confident, and 
the confidence of the Army was only matched 
hy the confidence of the Grand Fleet. Sut 
the difference between the Army and the Navy 
is, that while there is someone to fight on land 
there is only someone under the sea for the 
Navy. The German Fleet has not the least 
intention of coming out. So don’t be im- 
patient with the Navy. Its enterprise and 
courage pass all words. When its story is told 
some day it will surpass in heroism and daring 
ami ingenuity and wonder the talea of Captain 
Marrvat. It is not malevolence but necessity 
which keeps silence of the Navy's deeds. There 
are some neople who say we should have guns 
ready all round the coast and aeroplanes wait- 
ing for the enemy, Where are they to coms 
from? From France, where the aeroplanes are 
the eyes of the Army, and where they can save 
more lives in a day than they had here i 

months. Don’t ask them from France. Then 
they say build more. Well, build more, and 
you get fewer tanks. They both require in- 
ternal combustion engines. Fverything has got 
to be balanced. Let the public realise that we 
are trying to work out the best balance of our 
limited resburces, The submarine danger, or 
menace, or campaign, is serious, but it can be 
overcome, and I honestly believe it will be 
overcome—(cheers)—if we face the difficulty 
as we have faced the other devilish inventions of 
the Germans. But it may be,as the Prime Minis- 
ter said. that we may not find an exact and 
complete antidote before the country is asked 
to make sacrifices. We have not yet made 
sacrifices comparable with the secrifices being 
made by other countries, and when the time 
comes I know the people of the United King- 
dom will accept these sacrifices in the proper 
spirit. (OCheers.) You may ask how do I view 
the duties of First Lord of the Admiralty. The 
last thing he should do is to interfere jn naval 
strategy. (Loud cheers.) My time in France 
has taught me that it is best to leave the 
tactics and strategy to the professional sailor, 
and I intend to do so. Coneluding somewhat 
suddenly, Sir Erie said:—I want you to judge 
me, not by wy speeches, but by what I do.

FINLAND AND AUTONOMY, 
(REUTER’S TELEGRAM) 
HELSINGFORS, Fray. 

The Finnish Diet has adopted a resolution in 
favour of presenting to the Russian Provisional 
Government an explanatory address on the sub- 
ject of the autonomy of Finland, which was 
recently proclaimed. The Diet declares that 
Finland, by virtue of its Constitution, was al- 
ways to have been a country fundamentally in- 
dependent in its internal administration, tut 
that the Imperial Government systematically 
violated this liberty of Finland, repressed the 
democratic development of the rights of the Diet, 
paralysel the legislative life of the country 
by little, the juridical relations of 
Russia and Finland, and the character of the 
Finnish people, by the Government of the Tsur. 
The Russian Revolution put this state of things 
right, but the Diet, nevertheless, is of ovinion 
that the introduction in Russia of a new politi- 
cal régime does not give the Provisional Govern- 
ment the right to administer Finland, for that 
would be equivalent, as before, to the re- 
striction of Finland’s Constitution, and would 
seriously compromise her -polittvel situation. In 
erder to maintain the internal independence of 
the country which its Constitution guarantees 
to it, it bas been necessary to transfer - the 
internal governmental power in Finland, which 
must be fundamentally rational, to the Finnish 
nation, or, in other words, to its high executive 
organ. particularly the National representation. 
The address terminates with the assurance that 
the rights of the Russian citizens in Finland, 
as well as those of Jews, will not undergo any 
modification, and declares that to live in 
harmony with the Russian peoble has always 
been, and will always be, an essential condition 
of the prosperity of Finland. This address will 
be conveyed to the Provisional Government by 
the Governor-General of Finland.

GREEK OCCUPATION MODIPIED., 


DECLARATION ON THE BALKANS, 
(REUTER'S TELEGRAMS.) 
PARIS, Fatpay. 

The Conference of the Allies concerning the 
Balkans has reached an agreement in regard to 
the Greek territoriés at present in mullitary 
occupation. Great Britain and Italy will cease 
simultaneously, as soon as possible, the military 
occupation they were obliged to undertake of 
the territory in Old Greece, Thessal and 
Epirus, ‘The occupation of the triangle formed 
by the Sante Quaranta road, the frontier, 
and Kpirus will be continued provisionally, in 
view of the maintenance of order, pending an 
arrangement between Italy and Greece regard- 
ing the re-establishment of the civil adminis- 
tration, under the authority of the Greek Com- 
mission. Great Britain, Italy, and France will 
retain, for the period of the war, the naval and 
military base at Carfa, which will remain under 
Greek sovereignty. 

The following declaration was unanimously 
adopted by the Conference. Ii is the firm and 
renewed statement of the Allied war aims »— 

“The Allied Powers, more than ever united 
in defence of tho rights of the people, especi- 
ally in the Balkan Peninsula, are determined 
not to lay down their arms until they have at- 
tained the aim which in their eyes dominates 
all others, that of making impossible a renewal 
of criminal aggression such as that for which 
the autecratie Central Empires bear the re- 
spousibility.”’

Tho 
French Government had, indeed, every reason 
for holding the debates on June Ist and 2nd 
behind closed doors, as they are fresh proof 
that not we and our Allies, but only the enemy 
Powers, are responsible for the prolongation of 
the war; and that it is not we, but our enemies, 
who are actuated by the lust of conquest.

revolt against the idea of prolonging the war. 
I am absolutely convinced that the Wnéente wil! 
never succeed in crushing us, and since, in our 
position of defence, we have no intention of 
crushing the enemy, the war will end, sooner 
or later, in a peace by understanding. But to 
my way of thinking, the natural conelusion is: 
that further sacrifices and suffering imposed on 
ali humanity are useless, and that it is neces- 


sary, in the interests of humanity, to reach this | 


peace by an understanding as soon as possible. 
That is what we wish. 
A LIMITED WISH. 

But I repeat—no one must doubt that our 
wish is strictly limited, and can only be realised 
@ithin these limits. We have fought in con- 
junction with our faithful Allies; we shall not 
make peace in conjunction with them, to the 
last extremity, unless the enemy shows his 
willingness to understand our point of view. I 
shall not put the question who was responsible 
for this war, ause it is useless to discuss the 
past. But I shall speak of the future, and I 
wish to express my desire that the world may 
succeed, after the conclusion of peace, in finding 
adequate means and expedients to prevent, for 


ever, the recurrence of such a frightful war. - 


Every man. with any moral feeling must co- 
operate in this gigantic work, and all the 
States of the worid must unite in their efforts 
to produce guarantees which will make im- 
possible, in the future, such a frightful disaster 
as the present world war. The road may he 
difficult, but it is not impossible. Dealing with 
the internal situation, Count Crernin said—The 
democratisation of Constitutions is the great 
demand of the time. Both in Austria and in 
Hungary, the Governments are putting their 
hands to this great work. But they protest 
against intervention from outside, - We do not 
intervene in the internal affairs of other States, 
and we demand complete reciprovity in this 
matter. I will not conclude this short ex- 
planation, the object of which is ‘to give the 
public an idea of the situation as I see it, with- 
out uttering a warning. We must no more 
lose courage in the trying times, of 
which we have had so much in the past, 
than we must become too proud of the 
great victories which we are now 
gaining. We wish to win an honourable peace, 
and we shall win it, and contribute to create a 
new world with the guarantee that the terrible 
disaster of a world war shall not be repeated. 
These are the aims for which we are fighting, 
and for which we shall stand upright, or fall.

THE PRIMATE'S SERMON. 


| The Primate of All Ireland preached yester- 
day in the Chapel Royal, Dublin. His text was 
“He hath made everything beautiful in His 
time ; also He hath set the world in their beart,” 
Keclesiastes iii, 11. Dr. Crozier said im the’ 
sermon: In days of storm and stress euch aa our 
world had never witnessed before, and with the

SERMON BY THE ARCHBISHOP 


OF DUBLIN. 


The Archbishop of Dublin was the preacher 
in St. Patrick's Cathedral yesterday moraing. 
Selecting as hie text the words ** Behold, I 
will make all things new,” from the Revela- 
tion of St. John, ri. 5, he dealt with 
Christian faith in times of darkest gloom. The 
courage and faith of the Prophet who broyght 
the Church this message were, he said, needed 
in every ag for every age had ite own 
sorrows, and saw ite own trials with pecubar 
distinctness, The end of the first century 
was, perhaps, the darkest age of Christendon., 
but every age was apt to read the -igne of 
its own time as peculiarly embarrassing to 
faith and destructive of hope. So the tre- 
mendous conflict of the nations, which was in 
all their thoughts, was full of portents. They 
were hard to interpret. Once again, as in 
the days of St. John, the foundations of the 
‘whole social fabric seemed to be unstable. ane in Artillery. 
the established order of society to be Ay i ”,. Australian Iufantry 
threatened with destruction. Their eyes were | 
blinded with a mist of blood and tears; they 
pould not what was coming upon them; 
thrones and dynasties were being shaken; the 
agony of Europe was constantly revealing it- 
self as a siruggle between the forces of auto- 
cratic militarism and the free democracies of 
the worlc, and no man could tell what would 
be the fashion or the hour of the social re- 
volution which was preparing in their midst. 
It might be that a larger danger was near 
than any that they had yet formulated to 
themselves, and that the great struggle of 
the days to come would be a strnggle between 
the forces of authority and the forces of 
anarchy, upon the iesue of which the continu- 
ance of European civilisation would depend. 
But whatever ihe future had in store, théy 
needed the faith which inspired St. John with 
his message. If history was to be any guide 
I woulc take forms that might be distasteful. 
or even abhorrent, to their habits and pre- 
judices. lt might be that changes would 
come in their own country which would mark 
an cra in their constitutional history—changes, 
as to the wisdom of which, or necessity of 
Which, men’s minds would not be in agre 
ment. No nan could tell, for the future 
was yet unborn. That was not the place for 
political prophecy or political suggestion; but 
it was clear that the time was for a 
renovation, or renewal, of their political 
ideals, an of them with  dis- 
passionate scrutiny a determination that Jin 
the future they should be higher, not lower.
